Police looking for measures 
to stop vandalism

Didsbury teens could be facing a curfew if vandalism 
levels continue to soar.

The new playground 
at Ross Ford elementary 

school was vandalized two weeks ago, and local busi¬ 
nesses have also been hit. 

Donna Jacobson of Cozy Quilting said the bench out¬ 
side her store has been broken more than once by 
skateboarders using it as a ramp. 

“Maybe their parents need to tell them it’s vandalism 
because they probably don’t even realize it,” she said. 

“Do we keep fixing the bench just to have it broken 
again?” 

Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer said if a curfew 
were implemented, it would require parent “buy-in" to 
work. 

“There would have to be onus on parents to go out 
and get their child, not police,” he said. “Otherwise, 
what we have is police chasing kids all over town and 
it becomes a game.” 

O’Dwyer said in some cases it’s “apple and tree” and 
parents don’t seem to care that their kids are out in the 
middle of the night. 

Still, he admits some kids are extremely crafty at 
sneeking out. 

“We had an incident of one drugging their parents so 
they would sleep and she could go out,” he said of how 
far it’s gone. 

Over 40 members of Citizens on Patrol are out at 
night trying to curb the problem. 

Councillor Grant Neufeld is one of them, and he said 
he can’t believe how many kids are out at 2 a.m. 

“They’re clearly up to no good, but of course by the 
time we get there, they’ve scattered,” he said. 

Just knowing who these kids are is a big help to 
police, according to O’Dwyer. 

“If we know who they are, we’ll go talk to them," he 
said. 

“We’ve had instances where we’ve pulled them out of 
bed and they had spray paint on their hands.” 

A curfew is just one option being disc ussed. Video 
surveillance is another, but privacy issues would have 
to be dealt with in that case.

The search for a missing 
Olds man west ofSundre on 
Wednesday and Thursday 
had a happy ending when the 
man was found walking 
along Highway 27 near 
Westward Ho Thursday 
night. 

The search by 35 search 
and rescue personnel from 
Didsbury, Sundre, Olds, 
Rocky Mountain House and 
Red Deer began when the 
man’s Ford pickup was 
found parked on an oilfield 
road entrance just off Hwy 


584 about 15 km west of 
Sundre. 

Searchers looked in fields, 
outbuildings, ditches, and 
spoke to farmers and ranch¬ 
ers. 

Air searches were conduct¬ 
ed by RCMP and CASAR air¬ 
craft. An RCMP dog team 
was also involved. 

Veteran Sundre searcher 
Roger Tetreault says officials 
are pleased that the search 
ended as it did. 

“There was lots of looking 
along roads and ditches, 
looking for footprints and 
following up on any,” he said. 
“It would have been nice if 


we didn’t have to do it at all.” 

Sundre RCMP Sgt. Percy 
Leipnitz said the man was 
spotted by a motorist at 
about 10 p in. near the Little 
Red Deer Store*, about 25 
kilometres from where the 
truck was found. 

“lb* was heading home," 
said Leipnitz. “He’s alright. 
We’ll have* to do a follow-up 
interview to find out what’s 
going on. He has been reunit¬ 
ed with his family.” 

Police received a number 
of tips about a man walking 
down the highway after a 
news release was issued 
regarding the case, he said. 


The teaming up of neigh¬ 
bouring towns’ search and 
rescue personal makes 
searches like this one much 
quicker, according to 
Didsbury Special Constable 
Greg Hnatiuk. 

“The more people the bet¬ 
ter,” he said. 

Didsbury currently has 
about 25 members on its 
search and rescue team.

Didsbury RCMP are fac¬ 
ing a crunch, with only 
nine officers and a growing 
town. 

The nine-member strong 
unit was slated to receive a 
10th officer to help ease 
the burden, but now that 
won’t be happening, 
according to Sgt. Kevin 
O’Dwyer. 

“It’s not that we don’t 
have the caseload,” he 
said. “It’s a matter of who 
needs them most.” 

A shortage of police 
trainees has left holes to 


till in detachments all over 
the province. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore 
said she believes the

RCMP are sitting at 100 
officers short of 1994 staff 


levels, and O’Dwyer said 
Didsbury is at 1987 levels 
right now. 

“We’re playing a catch-up 
game now,” he said. 

“We could easily take 
two more (officers), but I 
don’t see that happening in 
the near future.” 

(YDwyer and his staff are 
dealing with increased 
vandalism and drug activi¬ 
ty in the area, and would 
like to be able to farm out 
some drug cases to Red 
Deer police, but they don’t 
have the bodies either. 

“We have several things 
going against us right 
now,” he said. “We can only

combat it the best we can.” 

And they are doing their 
best. 

The four officers now 
out on bike patrol in 
Didsbury are doing that on 
top of their regularly 
scheduled shifts because 
they want to make sure the 
town is being covered ade¬ 
quately. 

“1 don’t think we can 
stretch them any further,” 
O’Dwyer said of the offi¬ 
cers' packed workload. 

Meanwhile, the Calgary 
police service received 17 
new officers last week and 
another 60-plus are expect¬ 
ed to be added to the force 
by the end of the year.

Drug activity is high in 
Didsbury, according to 
police, and they need the 
public’s assistance to help 
combat the problem. 

Right now, most of the 
information the RCMP 
receives about the local 
drug trade is coming from 
insiders. 

“Some intelligence is 
coming from those heavily 
involved," said Kevin 
O’Dwyer, adding that 
there's a clear hierarchy in 
the industry, so when 
police take out top leaders, 
someone else quickly 
moves up the chain. 


“These people w;int them 
out of the business so I hey 
can move up,” he said of 
the snitches. 

“We are aware who we’re 
dealing with; one day we’re

Police hope to curb the 
problem sooner, rather 
than later, but with a 
staffing crunch that hasn’t 
been easy to do. 

“We’re trying to hit the 
high ones and keep note of 
smaller ones,” said 

O’Dwyer. 

“It goes back to a lot of 
the same people we’ve 
been dealing with for 
awhile.” 

Police are asking resi¬ 
dents to keep an eye out 
for heavy traffic coming 
and going from residences 
and call 335-3382 with any 
informal on that may help 
them build a file against 
suspects.

Canada for his music and humanitar¬ 
ian work. He received the Queen’s 
Jubilee Medal in 2002 and TIME 
Magazine named him one of 
Canada's best activists. He dropped 
out of school at 15 and spent seven 
years living on the streets in 
Winnipeg but he has Honorary 
Degrees from seven Universities. 
For six seasons he played Chief 
Peter Kenidi on North of 60, and he 
has been on everything from Sesame 
Street to Star Trek. He has been in 
several movies, is a favourite narra¬ 
tor for television projects and has 
recorded 13 albums. He is the cre¬ 
ator of The Dreamcatcher Tour and 
has visited 160 urban and reserve 
locations with workshops, music and 
messages of empowerment for com¬ 
munities that have experienced the 
tragedy of suicide among their young 
people. 

He is also a prime mover in the 
drive to end hunger and for 17 years 
has hosted The Huron Carole Benefit 
Concert Series. He has also trav¬ 
elled for five years with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway's Fundraising Tour, 
“The Holiday Train.” These projects 
have raised over $3.55 million for 
the Canadian Association of Food 
Banks. In 2002 he hosted the CBC 
Newsworld Say Hay and raised $1.8 
million for drought stricken prairie 
farmers and in 2003 collaborated 
with Calgary companies to create 
Beef Relief where they raised 
$600,000. His next project is to 
replace The Huron Carole with 
“Singing For Supper" a series of con¬ 
certs in community halls and church¬ 
es coast to coast.

“The gift is in the giving," he 
says. Since then his aim in life has 
been to help the less fortunate and in 
doing so he has vastly enriched his 
own life. 

He sang a couple of songs, told a 
couple of jokes, charmed the socks 
off of everyone present, was per¬ 
suaded to do an encore and left the 
room to a standing ovation while 
shaking hands with everyone who 
could reach him. Once again our 
table was not in a convenient loca¬ 
tion.

The Calgary Health Region is urging 
rural areas to be prepared for 35 per cent 
of their work force to come down with 
pandemic influenza. 

Dr. Brent Friesen, a medical officer of 
health with CHR, said the warning is not 
another Y2K-type scare that will never 
materialize, but a real likelihood that 
municipalities shouldn’t ignore if they 
don’t want to bo caught by surprise. 

“There’s no magic clock that tells us 
when it will happen, but the scenerio 
we’re likely facing is an attack rate of 35 
per cent,” he said. 

The region is estimating over 600,000 
people will be directly affected, with up to 
8,000 requiring hospitalization, and 1,600 
are expected to die. 

Disaster services departments are being 
encouraged to develop a comprehensive 
plan now, and exercise that plan keeping 
in mind this type of disaster is different 
than floods or fires because those hit one 
geographical area and resources can be 
pooled to help deal with the problem, 
while a widespread flu isn’t isolated in the 
same way. 

“Everyone will be affected.” said 
Friesen. 

“Everyone must be self-sufficient.” 

Friesen said grocery stores, gas stations, 
restaurants and municipal services will all 
face a shortage of employees and will 
have to be ready for that. 

He expects the flu to come in two 
waves, and those coming down with it to 
be sick for eight to It) days. 

“You’ll think things are getting better 
and a second one will hit and you’re in it 
again,” said Friesen. 

While it may not be possible to prevent 
pandemic influenza, the ('HR wants to 
minimize the impact it has.

Region says it’s not a Y2K-type scare 


It’s recommending anyone with the flu 
stay home, tiy to keep a metre distance 
between yourself and others, and most 
importantly, wash your hands often and 
well. 

At a provincial level, local municipali¬ 
ties, health regions and government need 
to work together to communicate effec¬ 
tively. 

Tony Martens, disaster services coordi¬ 
nator for Mountain View County, said the

county faces a unique problem because its 
tmunieipalities fall into two health 
regions. 

Friesen agreed it could present a chal¬ 
lenge, but assured Martens that the two 
health regions would share materials and 
work with a provincial coordinating com¬ 
mittee to be as effective as possible in the 
event of a pandemic. 

“We will be working jointly among the 
communities in detailing their plans,” he 
said. 

“The most important thing is that they 
need to hear a joint message. It’s a real 
problem if one region is saying one thing 
and the other is saying another." 

Schools and hospitals are expected to 
remain open and a triage site has been 
planned for Didsbury hospital. Alternative 


health sites, in hotels are possible, but 
would be used as a last resort. 

Scheduled surgeries would be put on 
hold, including some cancer treatments, 
according to Friesen. 

He said it may sound extreme to prepare 
in advance of a possible pandemic, but it’s 
better to be safe than sorry. 

“From my point of view, when you look 


at what public organizations went through 
post-Katrina, there was very littel toler¬ 
ance, so why wouldn’t we do some prepa¬ 
ration for pandemic influenza?” said 
Friesen. 

“I’d be very pleased if I could retire with¬ 
out a pandemic occurring. I wouldn’t be 
disappointed in the least, but I don’t think 
it’ll happen.

In the meantime, 
Councillor Neufeld will 
research communities that 
have implemented curfews, 
particularly those that 
issue tickets to parents as 
an incentive to help 
enforce the rule. 

But the action most likely 
to be taken right away is 
signage. 

The Town will work with 
police to put signs up in 
areas with high vandalism 
rates, to create public 
awareness. 

“It’s so that people are 
aware and might be more 
vigilant if they see someone 


walking around at two or 
three in the morning,” said 
O’Dwyer. 

But he doesn’t want peo¬ 
ple to worry that there will 
be implications in terms of 
property value. 

“We don’t want people to 
feel like this is a crime-rid¬ 
den community, but it does 
have its problems,” said 
O’Dwyer. 

"The more eyes and ears 
we have the better.” 

Mayor Dorothy Moore 
agreed. 

“It isn’t that we have 
more vandalism than any¬ 
where else,” she said. 

“But we need to find an 


option that people and 
youth of Didsbury can sup¬ 
port." 

Mayor Moore suggests is 
that residents talk to youth 
on the street. 

“Even if it’s just ‘hello’,” 
she said. 

“At least then they think 
you know who they are.” 

The idea is that if youth 
feel more connected to 


their community, they may 
respect it more. 

And if they think they 
might be recognized that 
might be a deterant to van¬ 
dalism. 

She hopes signage will 
get neighbours looking out 
for each other more and 
said if anyone has an idea 
for a catchy slogan for the 
signs they can call the town 


office at 335-3391. 

When the signs will be 
posted is yet to be deter¬ 
mined, but police would 
like to see it happen soon¬ 
er, rather than later as they 
expect more vandalism 
incidents sire on the way 
soon. 

With the school year 
coming to an end, police 
expect levels to increase 


over the month of July and 
then slow down in August. 

RCMP will continue their 
investigation of the most 
recent attack at the high 
school construction site 
this week.

Eighteen participants, 
between the ages of 18 and 24 years, will 
come with two supervisors. Six of those 
participants are from Canada, six from 
Botswana, and six from South Africa 

The McCurdy family had never had any¬ 
one from another part of Canada, or the 
world, stay with them before they opened a 
spare room to CWY. “You become more tol¬ 
erant of other people," said Sandra 
McCurdy. 

The twf> girls, one from South Africa and 
one from Quebec, shared a room in the 
McCurdy home and blended well with the 
family. 

“The three months is such a short period 
of time and we totally enjoyed it so much 


we really missed having them when they 
were gone.” 

McCurdy found the experience had far- 
reaching effects on her family. 

“We’re hoping our kids will want to go off 
and participate in the program.” 

The McCurdys were unable to host this 
year because the experience led them to 
open their doors to a full-time student from 
Mexico through another exchange pro¬ 
gram. 

“We don’t have a big enough house, oth¬ 
erwise we’d probably take on two more 
too.” 

While here participants will be paired up 
and work within a single agency for three 
days a week, then they will join the others 
to work as a group one day a w'eek on var¬ 
ious community-based projects such as a 
rodeo or Halloween haunted house. “They 
work with local organizations," said Bilous. 

()ne day a week is considered an educa¬ 
tional day and participants will once again 
be paired up. 

“Each week a different pair will plan and 
facilitate a day for the rest of the group. 
The topics range from the environment, to 
the economy," said Bilous. 

Olds has hosted CWY exchanges since 
the ’70s and most recently a South African- 
Mozambique eco-leadership program in 
2004. The involvement of the participants 
in local agencies and organizations is 
important to the educational aspect of the 
international inter-cultural experience as 
participants learn about local lifestyle and 
culture. 

“So, there’s nine work placements that 
we need to secure and find and then on top 
of that one day a week for every week the 
group of 20.”

What you need to know about 


The Protection of Children 
Abusing Drugs Act (PChAD) 

The Protection of Children Abusing Drugs Act (PChAD) is an 
Alberta law that comes into effect July 1 st , 2006 to help children 
under 18 years of age whose use of alcohol or drugs caused or 
is likely to cause significant harm to themselves or others. 

The PChAD Act allows parents or legal guardians to ask the 
court to have their child confined to a protective safe house for 
up to five days. There, children will have a secure, structured 
setting in which to begin detoxification, and receive counselling 
support and a treatment plan to follow after they have 
been discharged. PChAD is designed to respond to the needs 
of children when other avenues of support have 
been unsuccessful. 

A PChAD program is part of the range of youth services offered 
by the Alberta Alcohol and Drug Abuse Commission (AADAC) to 
assist children and their families with issues related to alcohol 
and other drugs.

Innisfail, said “il makes 
sense for patients and 
physicians.” 

lie said it’s another 
option - rather than send¬ 
ing people to the emer¬ 
gency room - for those 
who have run out of tin 
essential or long-term 
medication. He gave an 
example of a person who 
has run out of her blood 
pressure medication on 
Saturday and doesn’t have 
a doctor’s appointment 
until Wednesday. 

Donnan explained that 
the regulations will be 
most beneficial for 
patients with chronic, 
recurring conditions, such 
as diabetes, and patients 
who have a good relation¬ 
ship with their pharmacist. 

She said a common 
example could be a moth¬ 
er coming into the phar¬ 
macy with a baby who has 
thrush, a mouth infection. 
If it is the second or a 
recurring episode of the 
illness, the pharmacist 
could evaluate the child 
and prescribe medication. 

Goyan explained that 
before the regulation, 
pharmacists could not 
legally extend a patient’s 
prescription - that had to 
he done by a doctor. 

“Justifiably speaking, 
does it make sense? Yes,” 
he said. 

Now the regulation will 
allow them to extend med¬ 
ication. in certain circum¬ 
stances. Donnan said 
there are a number of 
pharmacists who already 
provide these services. 
The regulations will “legit¬ 
imize a function pharma¬ 
cists are already perform¬ 
ing.” 

The new powers for 
pharmacists will help 
patients have better 
access to drug treatments 
and deal with the health 
system more efficiently. 
But Goyan stressed in no 
way will pharmacists dis¬ 
courage people from going 
to see their doctor. 

“We’re part of a health 
team,” he said. 

He explained that if a 
person came into the phar¬ 
macy and said “I have a 
sore throat and I need 
some antibiotics," they 
wouldn’t be able to help. 

“We’re not going to be 
diagnosing in the store,” 
he said, adding they can’t 
do blood work or x-rays 
there. 

Pharmacists who want 
to be able to prescribe 
medication will have to 
complete training 

approved by the Alberta 
College of Pharmacists. 
Upon completion, they 
will only be able to pre¬ 
scribe for conditions with¬ 
in limits. 

The regulation is expect¬ 
ed to come into effect this 
fall in conjunction w ith the 
Pharmacy and Drug Act. 
These pieces of legislation 
will replace the 
P h a r m a c e u t i c it 1 
Profession Act. 


Alberta pharmacists will 
soon be able to prescribe 
medications, a move that's 
been 10 years in the mak¬ 
ing. 

“We’re ecstatic," said 
Dianne Donnan, president¬ 
elect for the Alberta 
College of Pharmacists. 
“Alberta residents will be 
able to have more timely 
access to some medica¬ 
tions. Pharmacists w 7 ill 
help them to better man¬ 
age their medication.” 

The Alberta government 
recently approved the 
Pharmacists Profession 
Regulation, which will 
allow pharmacists to pre¬ 
scribe some drug treat¬ 
ments, extend or continue 
prescriptions and adminis¬ 
ter ii\jectable drug treat¬ 
ments.

Cover Crop Protection Program (CCPP) now accepting 
applications for 2005 and 2006 

Agricultural producers who were unable to seed commercial crops in the spring of 2005 and/or 
the spring of 2006 due to flooding and excessive moisture may be eligible for federal assistance 

through the CCPP. Coverage will be provided to all eligible producers, regardless of 
whether they are covered under production insurance. 

In 2007, the CCPP will begin operating as part of a long-term solution to spring flooding across 
the country and will only be available to producers enrolled in production insurance. In the 
interim, assistance is available to help offset the costs of restoring and protecting agricultural 
soil damaged by excessive moisture.

• Canadian agricultural producers or entities who were unable to seed commercial crops in the 
spring of 2005 and/or the spring of 2006 due to flooding and excessive moisture. 

Land size: 

• All affected acreage in excess of 10 acres (four hectares) will be eligible for program payments. 

Payments 

Eligible applicants will receive $15 an acre. 

CCPP application forms will be directly mailed to production insurance clients 
who made claims concerning field flooding in 2005 and/or 2006. Applications 
are also available upon request by calling Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada at

To be fair, this flick was given the 
label PG, which supposedly means that 
parents should be providing ’guidance 1 
as to whether or not their kids ought to 
be watching. And I am grateful for the 
rating system. 

Still, 1 don’t always find a PG rating to 
be much of a guide itself for what to 
expect when I approach a family film, 
whether in the theatre or the rental 
store. 

For example, the film we saw con¬ 
tained humour and themes (of the 
"booger and bathroom” variety), that 
usually only appeal to small boys. 

Yet there was also discussion between 
a married couple about starting a fami¬ 
ly, ovulation schedules, and setting up 
times to ’get together’, if you know 1 w hat 
I mean (wink, wink, nudge, nudge, say 
no more). 

And at the end of the film, the man in 
this couple boasts to a roomful of chil¬ 
dren that his wife is pregnant because 
he went ’all the way’ with her. at which 
the boys all cheer. 

Now, I don’t necessarily object to a 
movie for kids containing childish 
humour, nor do I object to a grown-up 
romantic comedy where starting a fami¬ 
ly between married people is openly 
discussed. 

What I do object to is trying to cram 
the two together into one movie and 


passing it off as a family film. 

Why can’t film studios make up their 
minds? 

More and more lately, I find that many 
movies marketed to children seem to 
have hidden crudities that are not nec¬ 
essary for kids to enjoy them, but seem 
to be there to engage the interest of the 
teens and adults who are supposedly 
also watching. 

Then there are also immensely enter¬ 
taining movies for kids which leave 
these ’extras’ out. 

And guess what? Both kinds are often 
rated PG! 

it leaves me very confused its a par¬ 
ent, and judging by what I’ve heard from 
other families, I’m not the only one who 
is annoyed by this. 

Or maybe 1 am. 

Maybe FU be called a ’prude’ because 
I’d like to see children's entertainment 
free of curse words, vulgarity, and sexu¬ 
al innuendo, or because I respect chil¬ 
dren and their innocent sensibilities. 

But if that’s so, then I am not at all 
sure when or why 'innocence' became a 
dirty word in popular culture, nor why 
so many people now are so offended by 
it that they seek to destroy it in our kids 
as early as possible. 

1 guess I don't really much mind being 
labeled 'over-protective'. 

I don't try to hide from my kids the 
fact that modern culture is over-sexed, 
immodest, and lacking in general cour¬ 
tesy -1 can't! 

But at least we all have the right to 
choose entertainment that's as 'clean' 
as we want it, even if that sometimes 
means staying home and sticking to the 
old classics. 

Where's our copy of Cinderella? Ah... 
found it!
